Dear Alan, 

In cry letter of 21st January I mentioned that it seemed 
inevitable that retrenchment would be forced upon us next year but a 
that stage I was not in a position to give you ^y detail. The 
situation has now become clearer after prolonged discussions with the 
Treasury and the Government departments here whom we serve, including 
the Forkgn Office, and I am extremely sorry to say that we ^e forced 
to maice serious reductions in our coverage for next 
reductions have already been sent to you on the wire by Roland but 
I now enclose a copy for your use. 

While there is no doubt that the reduction in coverage is 
substantial, we feel here that the material loss may not bein the 
same proportion as we have tried to reduce in directions which we have 
found^in^ the past to be least productive, and I only hope you may feel 
likewise although I know you will feel these cuts to be severe. 

The reduced coverage has been accepted by our own Government 
and indeed it is felt that further reductions coi^d be accepted, particularly 
as regards the monitoring of Western Europe and Moscow and Satenites in 
langufges other than their own. Discussions are still proceeding on a 
l^er term view of our operations and there is no doubt that- pressure 
te put upon us to reduce further along these lines. 

I am fully conscious of our obligations to you in the way of 
giving as long warning as possible of changes in our coverage, but in 
this situation we are faced with an arbitrary cut in our revenue 
and in order not to have to cut deeper than is necessary it is essential 
that we should make as swift progress as possible towards staff 
and I would be very grateful if you could let me know as soon as possible 
which of these cuts you regard as of least importance, to enable us to 
reduce in these directions first of all.
